mission to investigate the management 
of the war will be accepted and ap- 
proved by all right-minded and right- 
thinking citizens. 
It was his effort to 


secure as members men of the highest 
character and understanding, in whose 
opinions and judgments the 
country 


would have all confidence. 
He desired 


tt> have represented on the board all 
phases of publlfi and political feeling:, 
every section of the dountry and all 
classes df business—professional, conl- 
nierclal and military. 


That the president desires that tha 


Inquiry shbuld be rigid and searching 
was indicated by his statement to the 
commission when It assembled for a 
conference with him. No limit is placed 
upon the scope of the investigation. It 
.9 to include every department of the 
army, and tho president assures the com- 
mission In advance that he will afford it 
every facility in his power for the prose- 
cution of the most searching inquiry 
into every part of the administration of 
the war. 
In addressing the commission, 


tho president said among other things; 
"Before suggesting the matters which 
shall come ttsforo you for InVestigatloh 
I desfre to express my appreciation tft 
each of you for your willingness to ac- 
cept the patviotlo Service to which you 
have been invited. You are to perform 
ana of the highest public duties that can 
fall to a clttaen, and your unselfishness 
In undertaking ft makes me profoundly 
grateful. 


"There has been tn many quarters se- 


.vere criticism of the conduct of the 
war with Spain. 
Charges of criminal 


neglect of the soldiers in ramp ar.4 field 
and hospital and in transports have been 
so persistent that, whether true or false. 
they hava mticle a deep Impression upbn 
ths country. 
It Is my earnest desire 


that would thoroughly Investigate these 
charges and make the 
fullest 
ex- 


amination of the administration of th« 
war department In all of its branches, 
with the view to establishing tbe truth 
or falsity of these accusations. 
I put 


upon you no limit to the scope of your 
investigation. 
Of all tho departments 


connected with the administration I in- 
vite the closest scrutiny and examina- 
tion, and shall afford every facility for 
the most searching inquiry. The records 
of the war department and the assist- 
ance of Its officers shall be subject to 
your call. 


"I cannot Impress upon you too strong- 


ly my wish that your Investigation shall 
bp so thoroug-h and corfctlete that your 
report when made will fix the responsi- 
bility for any failure or fault, by reason 
of neglect, Incompetency or mal-ailmln- 
Istratton, upon the officers and bureaus 
responsible therefor, if it be found that 
the evils complained of have existed.

United States 
Senator Morgan said to me before he left 
for the Hawaiian islands, 'l"he world has 
never seen nor will it see agalntthe mobi- 
lization of such an army and tbe accom- 
plishing with It of what has been done 
with this one tn such a short period.' It 
rrmitere not what may become of me. 
t m.y be burled in oblivion Or tn,ih<> 
grava, but the unbiased historian will 
CIVe the wcrld the Impartial record of 
What ban been accomplished, and tilt 
record will stand forever a* a monument 
to the greatness of thle nation and of Its 
boundless resources. We are a great 
nation* *We don't have to depend on any 
other da earth, and our resources are 
such that we can be Independent of all. 
We should have a standing army enough 
for our need1?. We should have a great 
navy that we may take our place aononff 
the lending nations of the world. 


"When this war began 1 issued an 


order that the nftrth and south should 
be brigaded together. They have been 
united- aid it Is proven that the sec- 
tional lines of the north and the south 
Do longer exist, and I thank God that I 
have lived to ee« the day when we have 
a united country." 


Surgeon General Sternberg, In an In- 


terview, eatd that he did hot think he 
Bbould be field responsible for the mis- 
takes of all the officers under him, and 
yet he had been criticised for all that 
had happened.

NAVAJO BLANKETS. 


A Wonderful Pvodnct of the Pilmt- 


flve Loom* IJeed .fey ike Squaws. 
Americans are a traveling peoplo, but 


how many outside of array circles have 
visited » Na\ajo camp or witnessed tho 
mamifactur^ of a Navnjo blanket? It is a 
product of the loom really wonderful in 
design aud texture when the disadvan- 
tages undor which it was made arc consid- 
ered. The Nuvajoes are a peaceful people 
of the Pueblo type. Tho squaws weave 
blankets and the men tend sheep and 
ponies. 
Many of them aro rich, and most 


of them are etlf supporting, deriving their 
income from their herds, the wool of their 
flocks and the aaamifacturu of thuir blan- 
kets. The wool of whut is terraod "the 
native wool blanket" Is taken from their 
own sheep, and native dyes produced from 
various herbs give the blanket its peculiar 
Coloring. 


A Navajo blanket belongs to thoNavajo, 


and. to him alone. In fact, it is a part of 
him. In every hogan, or hut, you will find 
these blankets and a short distance away 
amid tho sagebrush or on tho windward, 
sido of a rock you can see a Navajo squaw 
equatreil on the ground busily engaged 
weaving another. 


Tho outfit is very simple. Two sticks 


on which strings are strung u long flat; 
stick to ram each thread homo, a cylinder 
shaped one to keep tho threads straight, n 
small one similar to a comb to prevunt 
any tangles—thin is tho loom which pro- 
duces the wmrd Xavajo blanket. Yet 
'with these tools ti Na'vajo squaw manu- 
factures a blanket which niuj bo uhod for 
a rug and will lust half a contury. 
Ifc 


may seem an easy thing to produce one, 
but just niako tho attempt! 


In these d<iys, when Nsu ajo blankets 


^bnvo boeqiuo u product of tho lutirkft and 
sAvliej! iho Indian is tinrraimdccl by civiliza- 
tion, with traders' stores enabling him to 
exchange his blankets for articles of Euro- 
pean ii-tike, there has arisen a now Navajo 
blanket niado from Gerinnntown wool. 
Ifc is certainly n work of art, ImudHorao as 
wi'H as unique in appearance. Tho In- 
dians buy this wool from the traders, and 
it is a curious fact that of the multitude 
of blankets produced no two have been 
known to be alike. I \isited the store of 
the largest collector of these blankcta 
wben ho had over $20,000 worth in stock, 
and I could discover no exact counterpart. 


The Navajow, as a rule, are cute und s]y 


In the business. Their contact with civ- 
ilization 1ms tauKht thorn tho "Yankoo 
method" of driving a bargain. At Fort 
Wingate, u regular army post situated on 
tho edge of the Navajo reservation, it is 
not unusual to see an Indian bfgin at one 
end of the officers' quarters and enter ev- 
ery house trying to sell his blankets. 
Sometimes ho meet1? with success at the 
first house, but it is a well established fact 
that with each refusal tho price of his ar- 
ticlo decreases. 
The spring and early 


aummer aro the best times for buying. Dur- 
ing the winter the squaws aro busy weav- 
ing, and then as tho summer approaches 
they are brought into the settlements. 
Sometimes tho squaws come, but never 
alone. Tho "buck" accompanies to see 
that they are not cheated. 
Tho buck 


etalkg ahead, followed by the blanket 
laden squaw. Tho Indian has no com- 
punction in load ing his "better half" with, 
all sho can carry. 


To find a real Navajo blanket weaver 


jrou muat go away from the towns and 
Tillages. 
Walk across almost any level 


plain until you come to the bluff, and 
there among the hillsides you will find her 
homo. I have thought as I watched her 
at hor.work, which goeaon from morn till 
evo for months at a time, how wearied sho 
muafc got and have asked myself, Does she 
ever want to stop? I do not. know that, 
but I havp learned that when money is 
scarce faho cannot fctop, but must work on 
and work on, content to receive as her 
share uf tho pro lit, some poor tobacco or 
bright calico.—Kansas City Journal. 


Uanr Wild AnlmalN Hake m Trial of 


Sp«ed at 'Kl*h4. .' , 


' Running through the forest; aud-swamp 
lands of Ohio und Indiana, tho engineers 
and firemen who watch ahead of the great 
engines that haul the flying express trains 
see many wild animals daehlng along the 
track, and frequently denizens of the for- 
ests are run down, and the truckmen find 
their mangled remains in tho morning. 
Goons, wildcats, rabbits and sometimes 
wolves are caught by the fast flying limit- 
ed trains, and even sly reynard, with all 
his cunning, Is often ground up under the 
Wheels. 


For many miles the Baltimore and 


Ohio, Fort Wayne and Lako Shore roads 
run through u wild, swampy woodland 
•ountry in. western Ohio und Indiana. 
Thesa densely wooded swamps aro almost 
impenetrable, and they harlwr nearly all 
kinds of indigenous wild animals and 
birds. In the moonlight or by tho aid of 
tho headlight the animals can bo Been 
scampering across the tracks, and often 
the foolish rabbit takes to the middle of 
tho track between the rails and races the 
locomotive for miles until he plunges into 
a culvert or a bridge. 


"It has occurred to roe several tiroes in 


my railroad experience," said tho old en- 
gineer, "that. Che American skunk ca» 
make himself conspicuous longer and 
louder than aojr other living thing. Fre- 
quently as we fly along 00 miles an bour 
through the gloom Of night a little wab- 
bling body, dark and gray, is seen by the 
glare ot the headlight running diagonally 
across the track'. The animal may possi- 
bly by quick action aud a skillful maneu- 
ver escape tho wheels, and distantly our 
nostrils aru saluted with an overpowering 
scent which almost makes us faint. We 
aro 200 yards away from the cause of the 
smell in an inatsint, but it clings to us for ' 
miles, um> the passengers In the cars who 
are awake wonder what kind of oil is 
burning in the supposed hotnores. If we 
happen to kill tho little animal, his mem- 
ory clinga to us still for at least five miles." 


Quo nighfc a few weeks ago, as the flying 


fast mail on the Lake Shore was making 
up lost timo across the Indiana swamps, a. 
big red fox dashed out ahead of tho loco- 
motive and took tthe straight, level track 
right ahead of tho train. In another in- 
stunt a great bluc-k and tan hound, with 
his tongue protruding and his long, lank 
body stretched, out at full speed, took tho 
roadbed just 50 feet behind the fox. Moro 
steam'woi turned on, and with their heads 
out the engineer and fireman watched the 
contest of apeed,1 
__; It was a grand race be- 


tween the two animals, with the mighty 
engine coming closo after them 05 miles 
an hour and tho headlight showing tbo 
fleet fox straining every limb and muscle, 
aud his enemy slowly falling behind. The 
old hound appeared to know that there 
was danger in his rear and took to the 
west bound track, and in another minuto 
tho rushing train went past him, but tho 
fox, taking advantage of the complication, 
disappeared In the woods again. 


On tho Pennsylvania railroad east of Al- 


tooim a few vroeks ago the track inspector 
found tho remains of a wildcat on tho 
track, and on the Philadelphia and Erie 
away up beyond Look Haven last winter 
u large black bear ran out in front of a 
freight train and was killed. Deer are 
often seen crossing the Philadelphia and 
Erie tracks in the Pennsylvania moun- 
tains, and in the wild, lonesome places 
whero tho trains stop to water, if the at- 
tentive passenger who Is awake will put 
his head out of tho window and listen, ho 
will hear the scream of the panther and 
tho hooting of tho.owl.— Pittsburg Poet.

One of tho most recent novelties, Which 


Will, wo thlbk, be wolcamed as a boon to 
homo keaprre aa wall as the animals un- 
der their charge, is u shoo patented by Mr. 
R. McDougall of Wellington street, Glas- 
gow, which can be nfllxrd to tho boof* 
without nails. The n«w shoe takes tho 
famtlinr form, but has two projections, 
one on enelr fiida 'at tho backj which en- 
gage rings at tho ends of n bantl which 
parses over tho front of tho hoof and is 
fastened in tho middle by a scrow attach- 
ment to tho center of tho shoo. Tho en- 
tiro arrangement is simple, and tho inno- 
vation moans that when a horso omits a 
shoe it vrill not be necessary any longer to 
eeok tho aid of a farrier, for ttje new shoe 
can easily be fitted lit a few mlpntea by an 
Inexperienced band.-'

torf'«cd to put a «op to a horrihl* 
traffic in Italian children which Ima 
been carried on for « oousMarublo time 
by a family namod VmjHa. Tho Vulmut 
used to got tbo Italian einbuwy to fiend 
them back to Kuploi M paupora, and 
there tlwy would engago a docen or to 
boyi of from 1ft to 16 yoara of nge 
whom Hvoe they uronld Inmiro. They 
then brought them to Parla oud hired 
thorn out to factories, especially gluw 
factories, at 60 franca a mouth each, 
tho raonoy being paid to tho Valws os- 
tensibly for boara oud lodging. The 
board condintod of black bread, potatoes 
and water, and tbo lodging of a filthy, 
cover ventilated hnt, whore tho chil- 
dren slept iu relays of four, tho bed 
novor being tmoccnpled for a moment. 
The Vahaia iu this way cleared 40 
franca monthly on each of their vic- 
tims. Tbo childreti caught tuberculosis 
through working In the hot atmosphere 
of the glusft factories, and as thoy also 
occasionally contracted other maladies 
tho bed in the hut became a center of 
infection. Several children have died. 
Tho present inquiry is being made into 
three rcuent deutbs. Dorainioo Vulea 
and his wife have been arrested In 
Parts, ftiul Donato Val&a JIUB been in- 
carcerated in'Italy,'1 where tho high 
mortality unions tb6 children intrusted 
to him had finally aroused *aspiclon.— 
Paris Co*. London Poat.

The Second City In Musachusetta. 
The city of Worcester is deservedly 


' proud of the rank given it by tbe re- 
cently published state census reports. 
It is now tho second city in tho com- 
monwealth, being overtopped only by 
Boston In population and amount of 
manufactures, and displacing Lowell 
from the second position as a manufac- 
turing center, which she held by the 
previous census of 1890. Tho heart of 
tho commonwealth therefore has Just 
claim to her title, by material supe- 
riority as well as by her geographical 
position. The Worcester Gazette well 
Bays: *'The <ienKU8 of 1805 shows, in 
short, that In the value of goods made 
and work done Worcester leads every 
city in tbe state except Boston. The in- 
crease in tbe total of wages paid here 
for the decade 1885-35 has been very 
largo, and eo br*s tbo increase in the 
salary total. Worcester keeps growing, 
and her people work to good advantage. 
Tho industrial center of tbe comraon- 
wo.iith is the Claim that can just- 
ly bo mnde for this city, and Worces- 
ter's manufacturers and employees will 
see to It that the reputation once estab- 
lished ehall be kept. "—Boston Tran- 
script. 


Tea Cultivation In. China. 


According to the consular report from 


Fuchan, the cultivation of tea in that 
district baa ceased to be remunerative, 
aud the export is now but one-third of 
what it was 20 yoars ago. No reason is 
given for this decline In the industry, 
and we are left to assume that It le 
caused partly by the competition of In- 
dia and Ceylon and possibly !n part by 
the discovery of certain tricks of trade 
at which the heathen Chinese ia an 
adopt; but, whatever the reasons may 
bo, much' land formerly devoted to tea 
Is now going ont of cultivation, and the 
curing houses are being offered for sale 
to tho missionaries. The report in ques- 
tion tells us that the export trado is-of 
great importance to China, for the in- 
ternal demand for tea Is not great. Tbe 
majority are content with a brew from 
tea dut<t, and when tea Is not readily 
available other leaves take its place. 
Hore in Britain the consumption of tea 
is about six pounds per head of the pop- 
ntetiou, but In China it is only half 
that, OVPQ among tbe small fraction of 
tbo paopla who are tea 
Chambers' Journal.

Union 
that he could not consent to allow the uso 
of his name as gubernatorial candidate on 
their ticket wua made on the same day 
that Soth Low's letter deprecating the 
running of any third ticket at ail was pub- 
lished. Both letter and notification ploasod 
the Kepubllcans of this city and state very 
much, especially those who aro candidates 
for legislative and congressional honors. 


At this writing there is conlfVoiice that 


Roosevelt will be nominated, and if ho 
shall bo it will bo in great measure be- 
cause of the desires of these candidates. 
Many of them are strong friends of 'Gov- 
ernor Black and in a*y ordinary circum- 
stances would ufcand for him and with him 
in a tight for the vindication of renomina- 
tion. But. they realUo that thib fall's po- 
litical buttle is bound to be a severe one 
and that Colonel Roosevelt as the head of 
tho ticket will win many votes that might 
go to the Democratic candidate wore somo 
other Republican than Roosevelt nomi- 
nated. They see, too, that, while uot all 
such voters for Roosevelt will adopt the 
Republican ticket entire, very many will 
and that what may be termed the wake of 
the Roosevelt wave may carry with it 
some to victory who otherwise might go 
down In defeat. And none of them wishes 
to take chances on losing any votes this 
year. 
From his letter It appears to be evident 


that Mr. Low looks upon tho matter from 
a similar viewpoint; hence his remark 
that a third ticket "might causfe the loss" 
of a Republican senator at Washington. 


It will not be time to make detailed 


predictions about the voting for quite 
awhile v,ot; but, as was pointed ont in 
these letters some weeks ago, there are 
eonie silver Democrats who will feel a good 
deal like voting for Roosevelt, In spite of 
his views on the money question, should 
he be nominated. Adoption of the rumor-

turned to Her Home.

Boston, Sept. 26.—Another woman1 of 


reflned family, a*d whose character was 
4hou£ht to bo above suspicion, has been 
found vin one of the places whose fre- 
quenters are the lovers of opium. The 
latest victim is Catherine Wausbern of 
Troy, who goes home under escort of a 
detective ostensibly to answer a charge 
of having absconded with a goodly pile 
of her brother's wealth.

Bellefont, pa., Sept. 26.—Thomas Col- 


lins, the lost but one of the once widely- 
known firm of railroad contractors, Col- 
lins Brothers, died yesterday at his 
home in this city, aged 75 years. 
He 


had been ill for the pa«t year or two, and 
was convalescent from an attack of 
typhoid fever, when gangrene set in and 
caused death. 


The firm, In which Thomas Collins 


was the principal spirit, is said to h 
built hundreds of miles of railroad more 
than any firm n the world. 
It was 


composed of six brothers, born of poor 
parents and with but few.educational 
upport unit lea. 
The brothers made and 


loat several large fortunes, and they won 
praise by the spirit with which the;* 
went to work to retrieve their losses. 
The firm's heaviest financial dieasterre- 
sulted from a contract made with tho 
English government in 187T to construct 
the Madeira and Mamore railroad In 
Brazil/ The brothers left on a ship with 
supplies, iron and several hundred men. 
While off Cape tlatteras, the vessel was 
wrecked and nearly all on board lost 
their lives. 
The Collins brothers es- 


caped and immediately set to work to 
carry out the contract. 
Another ship 


was chartered, and several years had 
been spent in building the road, when the 
English government refused to pay. 
It practically ruined the firm, but the 
brothers started anew, and once more 
achieved success, but not in the same 
measure as had been theirs before tho 
building of the Brazilian road.

When the American general en- 


tered, he was welcomed by the mayor 
and the enthusiastic cheers of tho as- 
sembled people and was serenaded by a 
bond of music. General Mucias and 
Colonel Son Martin, who commanded 
tbe Spanish troops in Ponce, had, at the 
solicitations of tbe foreign consuls, re- 
treated to the mountains with a small 
body of soldiers. The garrison of 1,200 
regulars and many volunteers not only 
did not oppOEQ the Americans, but gave 
them 0 hearty welcome. 


As was done at Santiago, tbe city 


officials will be continued in power here 
aUo if they desire to retain office, at 
least for the present. General Wilson 
has been made military governor of the 
city, and omcial circulars have been 
issued requesting tbe inhabitants to 
obey him and promising them protec- 
tion in the exercise of all their duties 
and privileges as citizens. 


Tho United States troops did not re- 


quire to search for Spaniards that did 
not surrender their arms, as ordered in 
General Miles' proclamation. The major 
part of the inhabitants of Ponce did 
this service for thqin. Willing aidl of 
the American army, thousands of them 
sconrod fhe city and idjoinlng country 
and brought to American headquarters 
many trembling wretches who expected 
nothing loss than being shot. After giv- 
ing their parole they wore set at liberty, 
and afterward they wero louder in their 
praises of the Americans than were 
their captors. 


Tho troops are not less pleased with 


Porto Rico tTmn they are \eith tbe poo- 


i ]>lo. It is much more salubrious than 
''Cuba and as a place of residence for 


thoso bulling from more northerly lati- 
tudes is much more preferable. The 
people seem to be prosperous and are 
certainly far in advance of tbo Cubans 
intellectually and in tbo possession,^ 
those qualities v'.ich fit them fortBe 
duties of citizens of our country, as thny 
aro doubtless destined to become at uo 
distant date.

How many of the thousands who an- 


nually witness the games between the 
big teams of the country think of the 
ha,rd work that has been undergone by 
the players before they were fitted to 
take part in a championship contest? 
Most people know that they have to 
*ram, but few are aware that the proc- 
ess of getting into condition which ev- 
sry candidate must go through is pre- 
cisely the same as that undergone by a 
pusilitU pi sparing for a prizefight, ex- 
cept that the boxer does not have to 
enduie the "hardening process" with 
vrhiph every football player ends up his 
course of training. 


A visit to any big college campus at 


the present time would disclose from a 
clozen to 50 men engaged In what is 
known as the preliminary work— that is, 
kicking: the pigskin in all sorts of ways 
and fallirg on the ball when in motion 
on the ground. This business is often 
kept up fur several weeks, , Every one 
who ha* sepn a game knows what a 
difficult matter it is to fall accurately 
on the hard earth and clutch the egg 
shaped object in its erratic movements, 
especially when the ground is at all 
muddy and the ball consequently slip- 
pery. 


The backs practice punting, drop and 


place kicking: and catching the ball, 
while the forwards e^t in line and work 
by themselves. As a general rule, the old 
men from last year's team' will be col- 
lected, and thp freshmen with the best 
reputations 
from 
the 
preparatory 


schools or other" who show special apt- 
itude to fill in the vacancies make up' 
the first team, which is destined, after 
many shiftfngs and changes, 50 much 
eo that sometimes not a member of the 
original lot remains, to develop into the 
varsity Pleven. 


Another hatch is chosen from among 


the remaining candidates to act as the 
"scrub" team, which is used during the 
whole season as a trial horse for the 
varsity. As men prove themselves too 
valuable for the scrub they are taken 
en the varsity side in place of others 
Stopped because of Inefficiency or acci- 
dents. 


After awhile a system of signals is 


evolved by means of which the quarter 
back can tell the eleven what the next 
play is to be during: the progress of a 
game without letting their opponents 
know their projected move beforehand. 
These signals are assiduously practiced 
by the players until they have the va- 
rious combinations of the often complex 
matter down to perfection. 


When the season has got under way, 
a training table is established. Great is 
the joy of a hardworking and appre- 
hensive aspirant for the right to wear 
the coveted initial on his sweater when 
he is told by thp captain that he has 
been transferred to that table, for then 
he knows one of the greatest obstacles 
in his upward path has been surmount- 
ed. All that remains for him ia to work 
hard at his position and perfect himself 
so that other envious candidates may 
not overhaul him in the struggle and 
relegate him to comparative obscurity 
once more, 


When a man shows that he Is special- 


ly fitted for a certain position, he is giv- 
en coaching to perfect his play by an 
expert at that place, ono maybe who 
has distinguished himself in university 
annals as the best man of his year at 
that particular position on the eleven. 


Aa the season advances, graduates 


who have been stars at football in for- 
mer years are seen acting as coaches in 
aid of the captain and his staff. Some- 
times they do it out of pure love for 
their alma mater and of the game. At 
other times a captain who finds that hfi 
full back ia not developing as fast as he 
would wish may send an urgent letter 
asking a former famous player in that 
position to rome and impart some of 
his knowledge and skill to his suc- 
cessor. 


It is generally found at the end of the 


•rason that each team has paid especial 
attc-ntlon to perfecting itself in some 
particular play. Harvard, for instance, 
has for many years been very strong in 
defensive work. She has to a certain 
extent neglected the offensive part of 
the game, and it is her weakness in that 
portion of the toctlrs of football that 
lias been in some degree responsible for

and Hudson, the plucky quarter buck of 
the Indian team, distinguished them- 
selves by their splendid ability to drop- 
kick from the field and gained many 
points for their teams by the play. Hud- 
son was rated at -the end of the season 
as one of the best goal kickers in the 
country.

effort. It has been the policy of Yale to 
develop the team

budge, which means a hard proposi- 
tion, tot the Crimsons always play bet- 
ter on their homo grounds.

seen. A thorough change in the coach- 
ing system as well as In the arbitrary 
chnosing of players is needed at Cam- 
bridge. 


The change in the scoring that takes 


effect this fall will, it is hoped, make 
the game a much more open one, and 
consequently more enjoyable for the 
spectators. It is a pity, however, that 
the western and eastern associations 
cannot come to some agreement re- 
garding" the differences in the rules. As 
they stand at present they are so far 
apart that comparisons are well nigh
